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THE 

preface. 

As  the  common  Methods  of  treating 
Ulcers  of  the  Legs  are  unfuccefsful, 
and  their  breaking  out  again,  after  a  fup- 
pofed  Cure,  frequent  j  it  is  furpriiing, 
that  no  other  Methods  than  thofe  at  pre- 
fent  have  been  put  in  Pradice,  to  render 
their  Cure  more  certain.  But,  I  believe,  a 
blind  Obedience  to  Authority,  prejudices 
the  Minds  of  many  Practitioners,  and 
renders  them  inadive  in  the  Purfuit  of  Im¬ 
provements,  which  might  be  eafily  made  ; 
by  applying  more  clofely  to  the  Effeds  of 
iimple  Medicines,  in  curing  Difeaies. 
There  are  many  Cafes  in  Surgery,  which 
are  greatly  affifted  by  Medicine,  but  none 
more  than  Ulcers  of  the  Legs.  And  as 
a  iuccefsful  Pradice,  in  a  great  Variety 
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of  Cafes,  has  proved  the  good  Effeds 
of  the  Methods  advanced  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Sheets,  ,1  hope  I  lhall  not  be  ac- 
cufed  of  Vanity  in  making  my  Observati¬ 
ons  public.

ESSAY,  &c. 

TH  E  mod  common  and  authorifed 
Pradtice,  in  the  cure  of  Ulcerated 
Legs,  is  to  infift  on  Reft,  and  a  Horizontal 
Pofition ;  at  the  fame  time  purges  and  other 
remedies,  according  to  the  circumftances  of 
the  cafe,  are  univerfally  given  ;  and  it  is  not 
uncommon  for  fome  patients  to  undergo  Sa¬ 
livation  ;  by  which  methods,  and  proper 
dreffings,  many  patients  receive  a  tempo¬ 
rary  cure;  and  to  prevent  a  relapfe  (Spe¬ 
cially  in  thofe  Ulcers  which  have  been  of 
long  ftanding)  it  is  common  to  produce  an 
artificial  difeharge,  by  means  of  an  Iffue  : 
but  in  general,  and  thofe  perfons  in  particu¬ 
lar,  who  are  expofed  to  any  laborious  ex- 
ercife,  feldom  enjoy  this  fuppofed  cure 
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any  long  time  ;  for  on  ufing  their  forme? 
exercife,  the  Ulcer  commonly  breaks  out 
again. 

This  is  well  known  by  Surgeons  as  a 
fad,  and  whoever  will  attend  to  a  num¬ 
ber  of  thefe  cafes  cored  in  the  above  me¬ 
thod,  which  is  the  common  pradice  of  the 
Hofpitals  in  general,  will  be  well  convin¬ 
ced  of  the  truth  of  what  is  advanced. 
The  following  quotation  from  Mr.  Sharp 
will  give  a  perfed  idea  of  the  prefent  mode 
of  pradice  in  the  cure  of  Ulcerated  Legs. 

Bleeding  and  other  evacuations  will  be 
“  ferviceable,  and  above  all  things,  RrJl> 
and  a  Horizontal  Pojition ;  which  laft 
«  circumftance  is  of  fo  great  importance 
to  the  cure  of  Ulcerated  Legs,  that  un- 
lefs  the  patient  will  conform  to  it  ftrid- 
“  ly,  the  ikill  of  the  Surgeon  will  avail 
nothing;  for  as  the  indifpofition  of 
thefe  Sores  isinfome  meafure  owing  to 
Xi  the  gravitation  of  the  humours  down- 
u  wards,  it  will  be  much  more  benefi- 
cial  to  lie  along,  than  fit  upright,  thos 
the  leg  be  laid  on  a  chair,  hnce,  even 
**  in  this  poflure,  they  will  defcend  with 
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«  more  force  than  if  the  body  was  recli- 
“  ned.

“  Ulcers  of  many  years  ftanding  are 
iC  very  difficult  of  cure ;  and  in  old  peo~ 
“  pie  the  cure  is  .often  dangerous,  fre~ 
quently  exciting  an  Afthma,  a  Diarrhoea, 
or  Fever,  which  deftroys  the  patient, 
*c  unlefs  the  fore  breaks  out  again  ;  fo  that 
“  it  is  not  altogether  advifeable  to  attempt 
“  the  cure  in  fuch  cafes,  but  only  the  re- 
“  dudfion  of  them  into  better  order  and 
se  lefs  compafs,  which,  if  they  be  not 
malignant,  is  generally  done  with  Reft , 
<c  and  proper  care.  The  cure  of  thofe  in 
<c  young  people  may  be  undertaken  with 
more  fafety,  but  we  often  find  it  necef- 
€C  fary  to  raife  a  Salivation  to  effedt  it,  tho*, 
when  compleated,  it  does  not  always 
“  laid,  fo  that  the  profpedt  of  cure  in 
sc  ftubborn  old  Ulcers,  at  any  time  of  life 
is  but  indifferent.” 

Bleeding  and  other  evacuations  are  cer¬ 
tainly  ferviceable  in  the  cure  of  Ulcers  of 
the  Legs :  but  as  to  lying  in  bed  during  the 
cure  (with  all  refpedt  due  to  a  Practi¬ 
tioner  of  fuch  great  merit)  I  mud  beg 
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leave  to  be  of  a  contrary  opinion,  for  the 
reafons  before- mentioned,  i.  e.  the  pa¬ 
tient,  after  keeping  his  bed  for  two  or 
three  months,  and  by  the  affiftance  of  the 
common  remedies,  or  Salivation,  the  Ul¬ 
cers  are  fuppofedtobe  cured ;  onufingexer- 
cife,  they  mod:  commonly  break  out  again, 
and  render  tne  patients  as  miferable  as 
ever.  This  is  a  principal  objedion  to  this 
method  of  Practice  $  for  in  the  method  of 
cure  which  1  follow,  the  patients  are  very 
rarely  liable  to  a  relapfe  ;  becaufe  I  order 
them  to  ufe  confiderable  exerciie  during 
the  cure,  and  by  internal  remedies,  en¬ 
deavour  to  fupply  the  want  of  Reft,  and 
the  pofition,  efteemed  fo  uieful  in  curing 
Ulcers  of  the  Legs  .  and  this  is  effected 
by  promoting  a  large  difeharge  of  urine, 
with  gentle  cooling  purges ;  which  me¬ 
thods,  by  proper  management,  will  cure 
in  general  the  molt  inveterate  and  obfti- 
nate  Ulcers. 

Neither  can  I  agree  with  Mr.  Sharp, 
that  the  cure  in  old  people  is  fo  difficult  as 
is  imagined,  producing  Afthma,  Diarrhoea, 
or  Fever  $  experience  in  a  number  of  fuch 
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cafes  proving  the  contrary;  inftances  of 
this  fort  I  muft  acknowledge  to  have  feen. 
happen,  but  then  very  rarely  ;  therefore  I 
fhould  not  helitate  in  attempting  the  cure 
in  the  generality  of  obftinate  cafes  which 
offer,  even  though  the  patients  are  far  ad¬ 
vanced  in  years,  or  the  Ulcers  have  been 
of  long  handing ;  however,  1  believe  it 
may  be  a  good  practical  caution,  where 
the  patient  has  been  affli&ed  with  any  of 
the  fore-mentioned  complaints;  in  my  own 
practice,  I  have  cured  a  great  number  of 
thefe  caf-s  in  old  people,  and  yet  not  the 
leah  inconvenience  has  happened  during 
the  cure,  nor  after  the  cure  has  been  con¬ 
firmed 

As  to  reducing  Ulcers  into  better  order 
and  Iefs  compafs,  by  means  of  Reft  and 
care,  can  anfwer  but  very  little  purpofe, 
unlefs  the  patient  keeps  his  bed  during 
life,  which  Remedy,  I  believe,  moft  will 
think  worfe  than  the  Difeafe ;  however 
thefe  rules,  fo  pofitively  laid  down  by  Mr* 
Sharp,  has  deterred  many  Surgeons  from 
attempting  the  cure  in  old  people  in  gene- 
ral5  and  very  frequently  in  other  cafes* 
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where  the  cure  might  have  eafily  been  ef¬ 
fected,  without  any  inconvenience  what¬ 
ever  to  the  patient. 

Salivation,  in  thefe  cafes,  in  my  ? opi¬ 
nion,  is  very  abfurd  in  general,  and  eve q 
cruel,  unlefs  the  cale  was  Venereal  3  for 
fuch  a  powerful  Mercurial  courfe,  does 
greatly  weaken  and  relax  the  moil  athletic 
andftrong;  were!  not  to  mention  the  danger 
and  nl  effects,  in  the  more  tender  and  de¬ 
licate  conftitutions  3  but  what  renders  this 
practice  dull  more  difagreeable  is,  that  it 
does  not  in  general  prove  fuccefsful  *  which 
Mr.  Sharp  nimfelf  acknowledges 3  and  I 
liave  feen  a  number  of  patients  falivated  in 
thefe  cafes,  and  to  all  appearance  cured  ; 
but  in  a  fhort  time  after,  the  fores  have 
broke  out  again,  and  the  patients  have 
been  under  as  unhappy  circumftances  as 
before  the  cure  was  attempted  3  with  this 
difference,  that  a  good  confutation  has 
been  in  a  great  meafure  deftroyed  by  this 
fruitlefs  and  unfuceefsful  attempt,  which 
in  fo me  inftances,  no  means  whatever,  af¬ 
ter  this  fevere  courfe,  can  repair. 

In  fome  particular  cafes,  and  where  the 
patient  has  been  of  a  rebuff  conftitution. 
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t>r  in  very  foul  Ulcers,  which  have  a  foetid 
difcharge,  1  have  fucceeded  by  giving  the 
Calomel,  from  three  to  five  grains,  every 
night  in  a  pill,  and  every  third  morning  a 
gentle  cathartic ;  at  the  fame  time  I  have 
fumigated  the  Ulcer  with  Cinnabar  and 
iEthiops  mineral  equal  parts ;  and  in  this 
manner  I  have  fuccefs fully  cured  fome  few* 
obftinate  cafes,  where  my  method  and 
others  have  failed;  and  in  other  cafes  where 
the  Ulcers  were  very  large,  callous  and  foul, 
in  order  to  reduce  it  to  a  more  fimple  ftate 
the  fooner,  I  have  ufed  the  Fumigation, 
and  I  am  of  opinion  with  fuccefs ;  but  it 
muft  not  be  ufed  in  any  inflammatory  cafe, 
as  it  will  put  the  patient  to  much  pain, 
encreafe  the  inflammation,  and  not  anfwer 
any  curative  intention  whatever.  The 
procuring  an  artificial  difcharge  by  means 
of  an  I flue,  notwithftanding  it  is  al  mo  fl¬ 
an  univerfal  practice,  I  muft  pofitiveJy  de¬ 
clare,  that  I  have  never  made  ufe  of  this 
imaginary  afliftance ;  and  yet  I  flatter  my- 
felf,  that  my  fuccefs  has  been  much  greater 
than  thofe  who  have  ufed  it.  The  trifling 
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difcharge  of  an  fffiie  is  very  inconfidera- 
ble ;  tho’  1  know  that  many  of  the  Profef- 
fion  are  of  opinion,  that  fomething  very 
ellential  is  obtain  d  by  this  means ;  how¬ 
ever,  1  will  not  take  upon  me  pofitively  to 
condemn  a  pradtice  fo  eftablifhed  by  cuf- 
tom  ;  I  will  mention  my  objections,  and 
then  leave  every  PiaCtitioner  to  his  own 
difcretion,  either  to  negleCt  or  adopt  the 
I/Tues.  It  is  imagined,  that  when  an  old 
Ulcer  is  cured,  that  the  conftitution  has 
been  fo  much  ufed  t o  a  difcharge,  that  un- 
lefs  we  affift  Nature  by  means  of  an  Iffue, 
that  there  will  be  a  tranflation  of  matter 
to  fome  more  noble  part,  as  the  Brain,  or 
the  Lungs,  &c.  and  that  it  prevents  their 
breaking  out  again.  Which  opinion,  tho* 
very  common,  1  am  perfuaded  is  more  the 
efFeCt  of  falle  Theory,  or  the  prefent  de¬ 
fective  treatment,  than  to  be  found  by  real 
obfervation  in  PraCtice;  efpecially  if  the 
cafe  is  treated  with  proper  internal  reme¬ 
dies  during  the  cure  ;  belides  this,  patients 
in  general  cannot  be  very  happy,  for  of¬ 
ten,  the  pain  occafioned  by  the  Iffue  is 
equal  to  that  of  the  Ulcer,  when  in  its 
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worft  ftate,  in  which  cafe  it  muft  be  im- 
mate  ial  to  the  patient,  whether  he  has 
the  Ulcer  or  the  IlTue  to  torment  him : 
and  by  my  own  obfervation  on  the  practice 
of  others,  I  have  frequently  known  it  not 
to  anfwer  the  end  expeCted,  the  Ulcer 
has  broke  out  again,  and  been  as  trouble- 
fome  as  ever ;  however,  if  an  iflue  can 
be  of  fervice,  I  would  advife  it  in  women 
after  the  cure,  between  the  age  of  thirty- 
four  and  fifty,  for  realons  fo  obvious  to 
Practitioners,  that  I  need  not  mention 
them. 

Thofe  cafes  which  may  be  imagined  t© 
arife  from  a  Venereal  caufe,  may  be  cured 
by  a  much  eafier  and  milder  method  than 
Salivation;  a  light  Mercurial  alterative 
courfe,  afiifted  with  the  Fumigation,  will 
in  mod  cafes  prove  fuccefsful.  Tho’  I 
have  obferved,  that  thefe  methods  which 
are  mild,  frequently  occafion  feverilh 
heats,  and  probably,  by  encreafing  the 
blood’s  motion,  greatly  difturb  the  whole 
body ;  however,  when  this  has  happened 
1  have  commonly  fucceeded,  by  ordering 
the  Nitre  in  full  dofes  joined  with  Cam-* 
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phor,  which,  in  my  opinion,  has  greatly 
a  (lifted  in  haftening  the  cures ;  but  if  the 
Nitre  is  given  in  that  timorous  manner, 
too  commonly  pradtifed,  not  the  itaft  good 
eftedt  whatever  will  be  produced. 

Great  care  is  neceflary  to  acquire  a  juft: 
account  of  the  patient’s  method  of  living, 
it  is  what  I  have  always  had  a  very  ftridt 
attention  to  :  indeed  a  great  part  of  the 
cure  depends  upon  this  knowledge,  and 
by  timing  the  medicines  in  fuch  a  manner? 
as  to  prevent  thole  patients,  who  will  dif- 
regard  all  rules  in  diet,  from  doing  them- 
-lelves  an  injury,  and  protracting  their 
cures  •  to  fuch  I  have  been  often  obliged 
to  order  gentle  laxatives  to  be  taken,  after 
every  meal,  by  which  means  I  have  kept 
off  all  inflammation  in  the  legs,  and  pre¬ 
vented  that  freedom  of  diet  which  fome 
paaentb  will  make  ufe  of,  from  entering 
the  Ladteals. 

The  medicine  which  I  mod  depend  on 
hi  ale  cure  is  Nitre  j  which  I  commonly 
"°rder  in  large  dofes,  and  in  a  diffolved  date, 
joined  with  the  Spt.  Sah  Ammoniac,  or 
Camphor,  which  will  prevent  its  having 
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thofe  ill  effects  on  the  ftomach,  moft  fre¬ 
quently  complained  of.  I  moft  commonly 
begin  with  one  fcruple,  and  according  to 
the  conftitution  of  thepatient,  andcircum- 
ftances  of  the  cafe,  encreafe  the  dofe  to 
one  dram,  or  one  dram  and  half,  which  I 
order  to  be  taken  three  or  four  times  in 
the  day,  diffolved  in  any  convenient  li¬ 
quid,  with  the  addition  of  twenty  or 
thirty  drops  of  Spt.  of  Sal.  Ammoniac, 
or  with  fome  of  the  Julepium  e  C am¬ 
phora  ;  which  laft  I  prefer  to  the  Volatile 
Spirit,  in  cafes  which  are  violently  in¬ 
flammatory  5  tho’  I  believe  their  effedts 
are  nearly  the  fame  in  correcting  the 
Nitre,  and  rendering  it  lefs  liable  to 
difturb  the  conftitution  j  for  I  am  very 
fenfible,  that  Nitre  given  in  the  large  dofes 
which  I  have  mentioned,  would  produce 
very  alarming  effedts  in  a  number  of  pa¬ 
tients,  unlefs  given  in  the  manner  which 
I  have  recommended. 

The  laxative  which  I  order  for  the  irre¬ 
gular  patients,  is  compofed  of  about  one- 
fourth  of  Pulv.  Jalap,  to  three-fourths  of 
Powdered  Nitre,  of  which  may  be  given 
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from  one  fcruple  to  half  a  dram,  and 
at  *he  fame  time  the  nitrous  draught  muft 
not  be  omitted, 

Thefe  remedies  mo  ft  commonly  occa- 
fion  very  great  pain  all  round  the  Uicers, 
when  they  are  firft  taken,  but  the  pain 
gradually  decreafes  as  the  Ulcers  advance 
in  their  cure;  and  they  promote,  in  ge¬ 
neral,  a  moft  copipus  urinary  difcharge. 
What  great  affiftance  this  difcharge  of 
Urine  or  by  what  means  Nitre  given  in 
this  manner  produces  fuch  good  effects, 
I  (hall  not  take  upon  rnyfelf  to  determine, 
but  leave  it  to  be  accounted  for  by  the 
Theorifts.  What  I  have  attended  to  are 
fadts,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  no  very  great 
confequence  with  me,  as  the  patients  are 
cured,  whether  my  method  agrees  with 
the  common  received  opinions  or  not ;  as 
I  am  confcious,  that  I  have  difcharged  my 
duty  in  making  my  obfervations  public* 
in  a  pradlice  which  for  fome  years,  in 
repeated  inftances,  has  proved  fuccefsfuL 

I  ftiall  not  give  any  defcription  of 
dreffings,  as  it  will  be  unneceffary ;  in¬ 
deed  the  dreffing  is  of  no  very  great  con- 
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fequence  in  the  cure  ;  for  in  a  number  of 
foul  Ulcers,  which  have  callous  bottoms, 
and  are  of  a  greenifh  hue,  no  dreffing 
whatever  will  anfwer  any  end,  not  even 
the  celebrated  Precipitate  digeftive,  fo 
univerfally  ufed ;  for  notwithftanding 
what  Mr.  Sharp  has  advanced,  “  that  it 
brings  on  a  good  digeftion  in  twenty-four 
hours”  j  I  muft  pofitively  declare,  that 
I  have  dreffed  a  great  number  of  thefe 
cafes  (and  particularly  thofe  mentioned  in 
the  following  fheets)  where  this  boafted 
remedy  has  not  produced  the  lead  good 
effedt  in  a  number  of  days,  nor  any 
dreffing  whatever,  till  the  caufe  of  the 
difeafe  has  been  removed  in  the  conftitu- 
tion  j  and  then  a  good  digeftion  has  fuc- 
ceeded ;  for  it  appears  very  clear  to  me, 
that  external  applications,  however  ex¬ 
tolled,  will  not  produce  good  effedts,  till 
nature  is  affifted  by  proper  internal  re¬ 
medies. 

I  know,  that  the  Cortex  Peruvianus 
has  been,  and  is  at  this  time  highly 
efteemed  by  fome  Surgeons  in  the  cure  of 
Ulcers  j  but  by  becoming  faffiionabie,  it 
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is  often  injudicioufly  given.  The  Nitre 
likewife  may  be  unfkilfully  ordered,  and 
then  will  be  produdtive  of  difagreeable 
eonfequences ;  fome  few  indances  of  this 
fort  I  have  obferved,  and  as  a  caution, 
one  I  fhall  relate ;  for  it  requires  an  ini- 
menfe  experience  to  know  the  certain  ef» 
fefts  of  any  medicine  of  efficacy  in  every 
constitution  5  and  I  believe  mod  gentle¬ 
men  in  the  practice  of  Phyfic  will  acknow¬ 
ledge,  that  they  have  been  deceived  in 
thefe  points ;  I  mud  fay,  that  in  the  great- 
ed  number  of  cafes  Nitre  will  fucceed  s 
but  nothing  would  appear  more  prejudiced 
to  men  of  underdanding,  than  to  make 
ufe  of  one  medicine  in  every  cafe  that 
offers,  notwithdanding  it  has  in  a  number 
of  in  dances  proved  fuccefsful  ;  for  by 
this  means  a  good  medicine  may  loofe  its 
deferved  reputation,  after  a  few  unfuc- 
cefsful  attempts,  in  cafes,  perhaps,  which 
were  diametrically  oppoiite  to  its  in-? 
tent  ion. 

The  Ulcers  which  T  propofe  curing  by 
Nitre  are  the  Phagaedenic,  all  old  callous 

Ulcers,  and  every  Ulcer,  attended  with 
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inflammation  In  fome  old  Ulcers,  which 
are  commonly  callous  both  at  their  bot¬ 
tom,  and  for  a  coniiderable  fpace  round 
their  edges,  I  have  obferyed,  that  the  fir  ft 
fign  of  amendment  is  the  callofity  all  round 
foftening,  next  the  callofity  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  Ulcer  appears  rather  loofe,  as 
though  Nature  feemed  pulhing  off  this 
obftrudion  to  the  cure,  with  a  generation 
of  new  fielh  underneath  ;  and  I  have  greatly 
afiifted  tne  reparation,  by  paring  it  with  a 
■knife,  which  never  occaiions  any  pain,  as 
thefe  callofities  in  general  when  loofened, 
are  moil  commonly  infenfible. 

Thus  have  I  given  an  account  of  my 
method  of  treatment  $  I  lhall  now  proceed 
to  relate  fome  cafes,  which  I  have  feleCted 
out  of  a  great  number  cured  ;  and  mull  ad- 
vife  thofe  who  attempt  to  fucceed  in  this 
pi  adtice,  that  they  do  not  condemn  it,  if 
.it  don’t  immediately  anfwer  their  expect¬ 
ations;  but  perfevere  a  few  weeks,  gra¬ 
dually  increafmg  the  dofe,  and  ordering 
the  patient  to  ufe  exercife ;  on  which  hit 
circumftance,  tho  it  will  occalion  pain, 
l  place  great  dependance ;  for  it  muft  ap- 

pear 
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pear  very  rational,  that  were  the  cure  of 
an  Ulcer  is  effedted  without  reft,  there 
will  be  no  probability  of  its  being  after¬ 
ward  afteded  by  exercife. 


A  Collection  of  Observations. 

Obervations  I. 

MR.  Edwards,  in  Smart’s  Buildings, 
Holborn,  aged  fifty,  applied  to 
me  for  the  cure  of  four  large  painful  Ul¬ 
cers  of  the  Leg,  which  had  callous  foul 
bottoms ;  they  difcharged  a  thin  acrimo¬ 
nious  ferum,  which  greatly  inflamed  the 
Leg,  and  occafioned  a  great  itching,  which 
if  fcratched,  was  fure  to  occasion  an  ul¬ 
ceration,  and  was  a  certain  proof  of  the 
bad  habit  of  his  body.  Thefe  Ulcers  had 
been  of  about  feven  years  ftanding,  and  he 
had  been  under  the  care  of  fome  eminent 
Surgeons,  without  obtaining  a  cure. 

I  began,  by  giving  the  Nitre  in  con- 
fiderable  large  dofes,  with  the  Spt.  Sal. 

Ammoniac,  and  he  living  freely,  I  di- 

rented 
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recced  the  laxative  to  be  taken  once  or 
twice  in  the  day  occafionally,  to  keep 
his  body  gently  open,  by  which  means, 
in  about  four  weeks,  the  Ulcers  were  re-' 
duced  to  a  mild  healing  ftate,  and  the  in¬ 
flammation  fubiided ;  and  by  continuing  the 
remedies,  with  the  moft  fimple  dreffings, 
as  the  Ung.  ex.  Althea,  or  Cerate  with  wax 
and  oil,  in  about  nine  weeks  the  cure  was 
effectually  compleated,  without  any  re¬ 
gard  to  Diet  or  Reft,  and  without  any  in¬ 
convenience  to  the  patient  whatever  ;  how¬ 
ever,  after  the  Ulcers  were  perfectly  cica- 
trifed,  I  continued  the  remedies  for  near 
three  weeks  ;  and  as  a  confirmation  of  the 
cure,  the  fores  have  not  broke  out  a  vain*

Observation  II, 


R.  P  aterfon,  aged  Fifty,  i  n  High  Hoi-

mod  effectual  cure,  at  the  fame  time  de¬ 
claring  it  dangerous,  and  impoffible  to  ef¬ 
fect  the  cure,  by  common  remedies.  I 
began  the  cure  with  Nitre  one  fern  pie, 
four  times  in  the  day,  joined  with  the  ju¬ 
lep.  e  Camphor,  which  had  very  excel¬ 
lent  effedts ;  for  in  about  fourteen  days, 
the  Ulcer  (hewed  evident  figns  of  the  ef¬ 
ficacy  of  the  medicines ;  upon  which  I  in- 
creafed  the  dole  to  half  a  dram,  and  in  a~ 
bout  two  months,  I  had  the  happineis  to 
cure  this  obftinate  Ulcer,  without  the  lead 
inconvenience  to  the  patient  whatever,  (he 
ufine  confiderableexercife  during  the  whole 
cure. 

When  (he  fird  took  the  medicine,  after 
each  dole,  (he  felt  very. great  pain  all  round 
the  Ulcer ;  which  effects  I  have  obferved 
in  other  cafes  ;  and  where  it  has  happened, 
the  cure  has  been  fooner  performed  than 
could  be  reafonably  expedted.

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Observation  XVIII. 

%  M  ARY  WEMS,  in  Parker's  Street,  bad 
been  afflided,  between  three  and 
four  years,  with  an  Ulcer  of  the  Leg, 
which  was  quite  fuperficial,  but  very  large, 
and  the  bottom  was  foul,  hard,  and  livid; 
I  at  firft  cl  reded  it  with  different  kinds  of 
Efcharoticks  and  digeftives,  and  ordered 
purges  to  be  taken  occafionally,  but  with¬ 
out  any  fuccefs  whatever.  She  had  been, 
in  St.  Bartholomew’s,  and  St.  George’s 
Hofpitals,  and  difcharged  as  cured,  but  the 
Ulcer  broke  out  again  afterwards.  Find¬ 
ing  the  cafe  fo  obftinate,  I  defpaired  of 
fuccefs,  as  I  had  ufed  the  Nitrous  remedy 
for  near  two  months,  without  any  great 
advantage,  except  the  Leg  being  much 
eafier  ;  but  on  repeating  the  medicines  and 
bleeding  the  patient,  in  three  weeks  after, 
I  could  obferve  the  edges  of  the  Ulcer  to 
appear  wrhite,  which  encouraged  me  to 
perfevere  in  my  method,  and  by  which 
means  the  cure  was  effected.

laid  it  bare ;  the  whole  Leg  was  violently 
fwelled,  inflamed,  and  fo  exceffively  pain¬ 
ful  that  he  could  not  put  it  to  the  ground, 
or  bear  the  leaf!  weight  on  it ;  he  had 
been  in  an  Hofpital,  and  the  Gentlemen 
advifed  him  to  undergo  an  Amputation, 
which  he  refufed.  When  I  firft  law  him 
his  caie  was  truly  deplorable;  but  I  or¬ 
dered  him  my  Nitrous  remedy,  and  advif* 
ed  him  not  to  attempt  any  exercife,  as  the 
Leg  was  fwelled  to  inch  an  enormous  fize  ;

Sixty  years  old,  had  a  foul  callous  Ul¬ 
cer  on  the  lower  part  of  the  Leg,  which 
was  originally  occasioned  by  a  fall  near  35 
years  before  £he  applied  to  me  :  it  had  been 
cured  in  the  Hospital,  by  means  of  Reft, 
and  other  common  remedies ;  but  foon  af¬ 
ter  her  difcharge  had  broke  out  again  ;  and 
had  been  very  bad  for  fome  years,  frequent¬ 
ly  rendering  her  incapable  of  working  at 
her  bufinefs,  which  was  wafhing,  the  Ul¬ 
cer  being  exceedingly  painful,  with  inflam¬ 
mation  and  fwelling  all  round.  I  began 
with  half  a  dram  of  Nitre,  four  times  in 
the  day,  and  occafionally  repeated  the 
Purge ;  by  thefe  means,  in  about  four 
weeks,  the  Ulcer  was  quite  eafy,  and 
(hewed  evident  figns  of  amendment,  not- 
withftanding  (he  ufed  very  hard  exercife* 
From  this  time  I  increafed  the  dofe  of  Ni¬ 
tre  to  two  fcruples,  which  fucceededfo  well,

t^Lizabeth  Buckley,  High  Street,  St. 

Giles’s,  aged  Fifty,  came  with  two 
large  Ulcers,  one  on  each  Leg,  near  the 
ankles  ;  one  was  about  the  circumference 
of  a  crown  piece  ;  and  the  other  about 
four  inches  long,  and  two  inches  broad ; 
they  were  both  remarkably  hard' and  foul* 
and  had  been  feven  years  bad  fince  the  laft 
temporary  cure,  which  had  been  perform¬ 
ed  by  means  of  Reft,  and  a  Salivation. 
Her  Legs  were  very  much  inflamed  and 
fwelled,  and  lhe  was  rendered  incapable 
of  doing  the  neceflary  bufinefs  for  her  fup- 
port.  I  ordered  her  the  Nitrous  remedy? 
dire&ing  exercife,  which  at  firft  occasion¬ 
ed  very  great  pain  but  by  perfevering  in 
this  method,  and  occafionally  giving  the

A  NN  BROUGHTON,  near  Seventy, 
of  a  healthful  habit,  applied  to  me 
for  the  cure  of  three  frnall  Ulcers  on  the 
Leg,  which  difcharged  a  thin  acrimonious 
ferum,  and  violently  inflamed  the  parts  all 
round.  I  began  the  cure  with  common 
Dreffings,  and  ordered  her  Salts  and  Man¬ 
na  twice  in  the  week,  but  without  any 
fuccefs.  One  fymptom  in  particular,  which 
attended  this  patient  was  this;  whenever 
the  laid  in  bed  the  pain  was  more  violent 
than  when  fhe  ufed  exercife.  ]  then  began 
the  cure  with  Nitre  in  frnall  doles ;  and 
gradually  encreafed  thedofe  to  half  a  dram, 
three  times  in  the  day,  which  had  good 
effeds,  the  inflammation  occafioned  by  the 
acrimony  ot  the  difcharge  abated  ;  and  in

I  or¬ 
dered  the  Nitre,  which  fucceeded  fo  well, 
that  in  about  fourteen  days  fhe  flood  at 
wafhing  ;  after  which  time  I  ordered  her 
to  continue  ufing  exercife,  and  repeated 
her  medicines,  which  in  about  fix  weeks 
after  finifhed  her  cure.

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with  Nitrous  remedies,  which  foon  reduced 
it  to  a  mild  ftatej  and  by  perfevering  in  this 
method,  and  occafionally  ordering  a  dole  of 
baits  to  keep  his  body  foluble,  the  cure  of 
this  Ulcer  was  effected*

Vv  here  the  Nitre  produced  dangerous  ef- 

fedts. 

MR S.  P  upwards  of  Sixty 

years  old,  applied  for  the  cure  of 
thiee  large  Ulcers,  which  were  very 
foul  at  their  bottoms,  but  were  not  cal¬ 
lous,  attended  with  confiderable  inflam¬ 
mation  all  round  their  edges.  1  began 
the  cure  by  ordering  Nitre  one  fcru- 
pie,  four  times  in  the  day,  but  without 
the  lead;  fuccefs,  for  in  four  days  the  Ul¬ 
cers  became  confiderably  larger,  and  a  part 
of  toe  Leg  appeared  livid,  threatening  a 
moitification  ;  under  the fe  alarming  fymp- 
toms,  I  immediately  ordered  the  Bark,  in 
iaige  dofes,  joined  with  the  Confedt.

Th  is  is  the  only  inftance  i  have  had,  for 
fome  years,  where  the  Nitre  has  produced 
fuch  ill  efifedls ;  but  it  is  finking,  and  a 
fufficient  caution,  that  fome  attention  is 
neceflary  in  adminiflering  this  Remedy  * 
and  efpecially  in  delicate  conflitutions. 

Observation  XXVI. 

Cured  by  the  Fumigation,  and  Alteratives, 

TV  yf.  B.  had  three  large  Ulcers  on  the 
Leg,  which  were  very  foul,  and  dis¬ 
charged  a  thin  greenifh  ferum,  which  was 
very  fcetid  ;  and  all  round  the  edges  there 
was  a  confiderable  callofity.  I  firfl  began 
the  cure  with  Nitrous  remedies,  but  with¬ 
out  fuccefs  I  then  adminiflered  the  Bark, 
but  with  no  better  effedt ;  this  lail  remedy 
occafioned  a  violent  inflammation  all  round 
the  Leg,  and  great  pain.  Having  fome 
reafons  to  conclude  this  cafe  Venereal,  I 
firfl  directed  Bleeding,  afterwards  a  Purge, 

and  ordered  the  Calomel  &  Sulp.  Anti- 

'  mon^ 
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mon.  Praecip.  in  fmall  dofes  in  a  pill,  to 
be  taken  morning  and  evening ;  and  ufed 
the  Fumigation  of  Cinnabar  and  fEthiops 
mineral  equal  parts,  which  in  a  fhort  time 
produced  very  good  effects ;  the  calloiities 
foftened,  and  the  Ulcers  appeared  in  a 
good  healing  Hate ;  by  continuing  this 
method,  the  cure  was  abfolutely  coil  pleat¬ 
ed  in  about  nine  weeks  5  after  which  I 
ordered  her  to  drink  decoction  of  Sarfa- 
pareh  and  milk. 

This  Patient  lived  rather  irregular,  and 
ufed  confiderable  exercife  during  the  cure  $ 
and  (he  has  remained  well  ever  lince,  which 
is  now  five  years. 

Observation  XXVII, 

Which  was  Venereal. 

^ Woman  applied  to  me  for  the  cure 
of  an  Ulcer  of  the  Leg,  which  had 
been  of  long  Handing ;  the  bottom  was 
foul,  and  the  edges  callous,  and  of  a  livid 
colour,  difcharging  a  green  acrimonious 
ferum.  She  had  pains  in  her  bones,  which 
were  nodturnal  j  and  on  her  fkin  in  feme 
parts  were  tetterous  fcaly  eruptions.  Thefe  * 
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fymptoms  and  appearances  convinced  me, 
that  the  cafe  was  Venereal ;  upon  which  I 
began  the  cure  with  a  light  Mercurial  Al¬ 
terative  cou  fe,  and  fumigated  the  Ulcer 
with  Cinnabar,  and  gave  Decoction  of  far- 
faparel  which  in  a  fhort  time  had  very 
good  effedts,  in  bringing  on  a  good  digef- 
tion  of  the  Ulcer ;  tho’  I  obferved,  that 
the  Alteratives  accelerated  the  blood's  mo¬ 
tion,  occafioned  feverifh  heats,  and  an  un- 
eaiinels  in  the  whole  body  ;  but  this  I  re¬ 
medied,  by  giving  Nitre,  joined  with 
Camphor  at  proper  intervals  ;  by  which 
means  the  rapidity  of  the  blood’s  motion 
was  abated,  and  the  feverifh  fymptoms 
were  entirely  removed.  I  continued  this 
courfe,  and  in  ten  eeks  I  effected  a  poiN 
tive  cure.  In  fimiliar  cafes  I  have  fome-* 
times  uied  the  Decodtion  of  Sariaparel. 
and  Corros.  Sublimate,  wkhout  the  Fu-^ 
mig  tion,  and  in  a  number  of  cafes  with 
fuc  is;  but  in  particular  thole  Venereal 
cafes,  which  have  refilled  every  other 
me 
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Observation  XXVIII. 

A  Servant  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Price,  Ep« 
fom,  applied  to  me  for  the  cure  of  an 
Ulcer  of  the  Leg,  which  had  been  bad 
many  years ;  he  had  applied  to  different 
Surgeons,  and  various  methods  had  been 
made  ufe  of  to  effeft  a  cure,  but  without 
fuccefs.  The  Ulcer  was  fmall,  on  the 
inner  part  of  the  ankle,  and  a  very  great 
eallofity  furrounded  it.  It  was  very  foul* 
and  accompanied  with  varices  or  dilatation 
of  the  veins  of  the  Leg,  which  were  en~ 
larged  to  a  confiderable  fize.  I  began  the 
cure  by  Bleeding,  and  then  gave  him  the 
Nitre  in  dofes  of  a  fcruple,  joined  with 
the  Spt.  Sal.  Ammoniac.  The  reafon  of 
my  beginning  with  fo  fmall  a  dofe,  was 
owing  to  a  complaint  which  he  had  been 
a  long  time  afflicted  with  in  his  ftomach  : 
but  this  dofe  not  having  any  ill  effect,  I 
foon  encreafed  it  to  half  a  dram,  and  af¬ 
terward  to  two  fc ruples,  which  had  very 
good  effects  j  he  being  coftive,  I  ordered 
him  a  Calomel  pill  of  three  grains,  to  be 
taken  occafionally,  which  had  the  defired

sfFt'd,  and  I  believe  greatly  affifted  the 
cure,  which  was  effeded  in  about  four 
months,  without  his  obferving  any  parti* 
cular  diet  or  reft  ;  but  on  the  contrary, 
ufed  confiderable  exercife.  Since  the 
cure  1  have  advifed  him  to  wear  a  ftrait

MRS.  G  .had  been  affiided 

twelve  years  with  an  Ulcer  of  the 
Leg,  which  was  very  painful,  and  ren¬ 
dered  her  incapable  of  walking.  This 
Ulcer  was  fuperiicial,  the  bottom  of  a 
livid  colour,  and  very  hard,  with  a  confi¬ 
derable  c  lofity  furrounding  it.  I  began 
the  cure,  by  ordering  the  Nitre  four  times 
in  the  day,  joined  with  the  Laxative  Pow¬ 
der,  and  Spt.  Sal.  Ammoniac.  And  this 
method  I  continued  for  above  two  months, 
without  any  confiderable  alteration,  the 
Ulcer  having  nearly  the  fame  appearance 
as  when  1  firft  attempted  the  cure.  I 
then  ordered  the  fumigation,  and  repeated 
the  remedies,  encreafing  the  dofe,  and  in 

about  one  month  after,  could  perceive  a 

fur- 
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furprifing  alteration  in  the  Ulcer  for  the 
better ;  and  fhe  was  capable  of  walking 
four  or  five  miles  %  the  greateft  part  of  that 
livid  foul  appearance  had  floughed  away* 
and  the  Ulcer  was  reduced  to  a  Ample  ftate. 
By  a  repetition  of  the  methods,  and  pro¬ 
per  drefiings,  I  effedteda  cure,  great  free¬ 
dom  of  exercife  being  ufed  during  the 
greateft  part  of  the  time. 

Observation  XXX. 

T\  yfR.  T  Martin's  Street,  Lei- 

cefter  Fields,  had  two  large  Ulcers* 
one  on  each  fide,  about  an  inch  above  the 
ankle ;  they  were  both  very  large  and  deep, 
with  foul  bottoms ;  there  was  a  very  great 
callofity  all  round  the  Ulcer,  for  a  confi- 
derable  fpace,  and  the  whole  Leg  was 
fwelled  and  inflamed,  from  the  parts  where 
the  callofity  terminated.  Thefe  Ulcers 
had  been  in  this  ftate  for  ten  years ;  and 
had  a  very  foul  difagreeable  appearance. 
I  began  the  cure  with  Nitre,  and  Spt.  Sal. 
Ammoniac,  in  large  dofes,  gave  a  Calomel 
pill  occafionally,  and  fumigated  the  Ul¬ 
cers  with  the  Cinnab.  &c.  Thefe  methods 
1  it  had 
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had  not  been  purfued  for  a  month,  before 
the  Ulcers  appeared  much  better,  and  a 
great  quantity  of  the  callofity  feparated 
and  floughed  away.  I  continued  this  me¬ 
thod  fix  weeks  longer,  when  the  Ulcers 
were  nearly  healed,  and  by  a  repetition, 
in  a.  fortnight  after  the  cure  was  compleat- 
ed.  What  was  very  remarkable  in  this 
cafe  was,  the  Ulcers  incarning  from  the 
fides,  and  not  from  the  bottom,  till  the 
whole  part  was  filled,  and  then  the  parts 
inofculated  into  one  another,  as  in  a  freth 
incifed  wound.  During  the  whole  cure, 
the  difcharge  was  thin  and  yellow ;  which, 
however,  was  no  impediment.  In  the 
courfe  of  my  practice,  I  have  feen  other 
cafes  nearly  fimiliar  in  circumftances  to 
this  already  mentioned. 

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 


I  Have  found,  fince  the  publication  of 
my  firft  Edition,  that  private  perfons, 
who  have  bought  the  book,  have  attempt¬ 
ed  the  cure  of  their  Legs  themfelves ;  and 
I  have  not  been  furprifed,  when  they  have 
informed  me  of  their  difappointment.  It 

requires 
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requires  true  chirurgical  knowledge  to  make 
ufe  of  the  methods  which  I  recommend, 
and  no  perfon  fhould  attempt  thefe  means 
without  firft  applying  to  a  Surgeon ;  and  as 
I  find  by  a  number  of  applications,  that  my 
methods  have  been  mifapplied ;  1  find  it 
neceffary  to  make  the  following  remarks. 

In  the  firft  place,  I  find  that  the  Nitre 
has  been  indifcrirninately  applied;  and 
tho’  attended  with  great  fuccefs  in  many 
inftances,  as  I  am  informed  by  Surgeons 
who  have  ufed  it ;  yet  in  fome  cafes  it 
has  done  mifchief,  notwithftanding  the 
cautions  I  have  laid  down  in  the  former 
part  of  the  book  ;  and  fome  have  imagin¬ 
ed,  I  mean  no  other  method  of  cure  than 
Nitre.  I  muft  declare,  that  I  am  in  con¬ 
tinual  pradtice,  and  I  believe  feven  at  leaft 
out  of  ten  are  cured  by  this  means  ;  but 
I  often  call  in  other  aids  in  cafes  that  re¬ 
quire  it,  and  not  unfrequently  when  I  ufe 
the  Nitre.  Many  efficacious  remedies, 
according  to  the  circumftances  of  the  cafe, 
and  the  conftitution  of  the  Patient,  are 
abfolutely  neceffary,  in  the  application  of 
which  the  utmoft  fldll  is  required,  and  for 
which  I  can  give  no  particular  rules,  but 
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mull  leave  every  Gentleman  to  his  own 
difcretion. 

1  have  likewife  been  mifunderftood  in 
what-  I  have  advanced  on  the  dreffings. 
I  don’t  mean,  that  proper  dreffings  are  not 
to  be  ufed  ■,  indeed  I  am  quite  lenlible, 
that  various  dreffings  are  neceflary  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  rules  ol  art,  and  which  every 
Surgeon  I  iuppofe  underftands  ;  I  meant 
that  an  entire  dependance  Ihould  not  be 
laid  on  dreffings,  nor  the  digedive,  as 
mentioned  by  Mr.  Sharp  ;  for  1  am  in¬ 
clined  to  believe,  that  this  ingenious 
Surgeon,  as  well  as  otaers,  attributed  to 
his  dreffings,  what  was  produced  by  Red, 
Internal  Medicines,  Salivation,  &c. 

As  I  am  now  treating  of  the  diicharge 
of  Ulcers,  I  mud  obferve,  that  very  few 
cafes  agree  with  the  rules  laid  down  by 
chirurgical  writers ;  and  any  Surgeon,  who 
will  attend,  and  draw  his  conclufions  from 
practical  obfervation,  will  agree  with  me 
in  what  1  am  going  to  mention.  How¬ 
ever,  it  will  mod  commonly  hold  good  in 
my  method  of  treatment.  That  a  thick, 
or  well  coloured  matter,  is  not  obtained 
during  the  whole  cure  of  many  Ulcers ; 
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yet  the  parts  fill  up  as  found,  as  when 
good  matter  is  difcharged  ;  and  this  I  can 
prove  by  a  great  number  of  cafes,  which  t 
daily  have  under  my  own  care.  Nay,  fo 
far  is  it  untrue,  to  fuppofe  wounds  are  not 
in  a  healing  ftate,  but  when  a  good  digefted 
nutter,  or,  to  ufe  a  common  phrafe, 
laudable  pus  is  difcharged ;  that  not  one 
cafe  m  ten,  will  be  found  to  have  any  fuch 
difcharge  during  the  whole  cure.  For 
my  own  part,  I  confider  an  Ulcer  when 
incarning,  to  be  in  a  difpofition  to  heal } 
and  I  am  always  indifferent  as  to  the  dif¬ 
charge,  for  I  have  feen  many  cafes,  where 
a  thin  ferum  has  iffued  the  whole  time  of 
cure  from  the  Ulcer,  and  yet  it  has  gone 

on  as  agreeable  as  where  if  has  not  hap- 
pened.  * 

Another  obfervation  I  have  made  in  U]~ 
cers,  which,  tho’  it  does  but  feldom  hap¬ 
pen,  yet  I  think  it  worthy  of  notice. 
The  generality  of  opinions  are,  that  Ul¬ 
cers  heal  up  from  their  bottom  ;  bat  I  have 
feen  cafes,  particularly  in  very  large  Ul¬ 
cers,  where  the  granulations  have  been 
pufiied  out  from  the  fides,  and  the  bottom 
has  fcarce  been  altered  during  the  whole 
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cure;  In  this  cafe-  the  fides  have  united 
together  by  inofculation,  as  in  frefh  in¬ 
cited  wounds.  In  fuch,  I  have  likewife 
obferved,  the  dilcharge  to  be  very  fe- 
rous.  I  have  produced  fuch  cafes  when 
under  cure,  to  other  Surgeons  of  my  ac¬ 
quaintance,  who  have  expreffed  rather  a 
furprife  on  the  occafion. 

Although  I  have  recommended  exer- 
cife  in  the  cure,  I  muff  obferve,  that 
there  happens  one  cafe,  where  this  rule  muft 
not  be  obferved,  and  even  where  reft  is  ab- 
folutely  neceflary:  this  is  a  cafe  which  very 
rarely  happens,  but  yet  it  is  neceflary 
for  me  to  mention  it,  as  I  have  met  with 
it  in  the  courft  of  my  own  pradtice.  It 
is  when  the  Ulcer  happens  to  be  on  any 
part  of  the  Gaftrocnemeus  mufcle$,  or  on 
the  upper  part  of  the  Tendo  Achillis,  for 
the  prefiure  and  adtion  of  thefe  mufcles 
will  infallibly  prevent  the  incarnation  of 
the  wound  in  common,  and  a  cicatriza¬ 
tion  can  fcarce  ever  be  obtained  without 
Reft. 

To  conclude,  I  am  very  happy  in  find¬ 
ing  that  my  new  method  of  Pradtice 
fucceeds  in  different  parts  of  the  King-* 
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dom ;  and  I  flatter  myfelf,  that  when 
the  merits  of  it  are  better  underftood  by 
Practitioners,  it  will  prove  of  great  fer- 
vice  to  mankind*
